WILL COME UP TODAY 
REED WILL PERMIT A YOTE 


Because He Feels That He Has-the 


House Packed. 


SOME DEMOCRATS WHO WILL DESERT 


And Enable the Republicans to 
Win, 


Which Means a Forced Compro- 
mise. 


Wasnrncton, June 24.—[Special.]—Con- 
trary to expectations, the silver question came 
up again in the house today. 

Speaker Reed was forced to this by the west- 
ern silver men calling on him last night, and 
telling him point blank that they would vote 
against the national election law bill, or any 
other bill that he should place in the way of 
silver. 

Ree! saw that the western men meant just 
what they said. and he was just compelled to 
accede to their demands. Consequentiy he 
had the committee on rules called tegether 
quickly, and a resolution was brought in that 
the silver bill be taken up and debated until 2 
o’clock tomorrow, when a vote is to be taken. 
In the meantime the committee on coinage, 
weights and measures met and 
reported that the senate amend- 
ments to the silver bill be non-concurred in. 

THE SPEAKER CONFIDENT. 

As soon as this was announcedin the house, 
Mr. Bland offered an amendment that the 
senate amendments be concurred in. Then 
thedebate commenced, and lasted all day. 
Speaker Reed believes that he has his men 
sufiiciently in line to pass the committee re. 
port tomorrow, and thus prevent the passage 
of a free coinage measure, else he would not 
have agreed to a vote tomorrow. [On the 
other hand, there are silver men who believe 
they will defeat the despotic speaker. How- 
ever that will not be, for there are too many 
gold bugs among the eastern democrats, who 
will desert their party and go with 
Reed rather than have free coinage. 
Vith this loss the democrat 
leaders have little hopes of drawing enough 
strength from the free coinage republicans to 
carry their point. It is true, there are enough 
free coinage men on the republican side to 
unite with the domocrats and win by a very 
large majority, but Reed is impressing it upon 
them that this is strictly a party issue, and will 
tomorrow have enough of them in line tocarry 
his point, which is non-concurrence in the 
senate free coinage bill, and a request fora 
conference of the two houses. 

THE GAME IS BLOCKED. 

As Reed is to appoint the conferres on the 
part of the house, and Morton those on the 
part of the senate, it will be a gold-bug gang, 
and the result will be a compromise. measure, 
providing for the compulsory coinage of $4,- 
500,000 a month. Bullion redemption will be 
dropped. The legal tender clause applicable 
to silver certificates will probably remain. 
This would add $54,000,000 a year to the circu- 
lating medium of the country, and would just 
about absorb the silver output of the mines of 
this country. In this shape the president will 
sign the bill. 

The Proceedings in Detail, 


Mr. McKinley, from the committee on rules, 
reported the ere resolution: 

tesolved, That immediately after the passage of 
this resolution, the house proceed to consider 
house bill 5,381 (the silver bill), with senate 
amendments, and at2 o’clock Wednesday, June 
25th (tomorrow), the previous question be consid- 
ered as ordered. 

He demanded the previous question on the 
adoption of the resolution, which was ordered, 
and twenty minutes’ debate was allowed on 
either side.

He 
defended the action of his committee, saying 
that it had reported a wise and conservative 
Measure. His judgment had not been_in- 
fluenced by the action of the senate. That 
Dody had not debated nor considered the bill 
it had passed and sent back to the house.

At the last session of the Virginia legisla- 
ture, a charter was granted to a corporation, 
headed by Dr. Bailey, giving the widest scope 
to sports of all kinds, and guaranteeing abso- 
luto protection from police interferenoe. That 
corporation is now in active operation, and has 
secured a plot of land about six miles from 
Washington, overlooking the Potomac and 
capitol, upon which will be built pavilions 
accommodating 20,000 people, and in which 
the leading pugilists of the world will contest 
for supremacy. I can say positively that ar- 
rangements have already been perfected for 
the prize fight between Sullivan and Jackson 
at this place, upon a date not yet fixed. Both 
men have agreed to the terms, and Sullivan 
has taken eminent legal advice, upon which 
he is satisfied that the charter of the club will 
protect the affair. Not only is prize fighting 
to be a feature, but to the surprise of many, it 
has been learned that the opening contest will 
be a bull fight, for which a famous Mexican 
matadore has been engaged, 

THE NATIONAL ELECTION LAW: 

The action of the house in taking up the 
silver bill today postpones the national elec- 
tion law bill until this question is disposed of, 
which will be some time tomorrow afternoon. 
After this the programme now is to take up 
the federal election law bill, and debate it 
until Tuesday next, when a vote is to be taken, 
Henry Cabot Lodge still asserts that the sen- 
ate will find a way to pass this bill very soon 
after it is disposed of by the house. Indeed, 
he says he has assurances that it will pass the 
senate. Nostock is, however, taken in this 
assertion by the democrats of the senate, who 
claim that it will never pass that body. 

JUDGE CRISP INVIBED. 

A committee from Tammany hall came over 
here this morning, to invite Judge Crisp .to 
make an address at the Fourth of July celebra- 
tion at Tammany. ~ 

The invitation was accepted. 

Colonel Livingston wired Judge Stewart this 
morning that he would haye a committee in 
Atlanta tomorrow to meet his friends, to ar- 
range dates and places for a joint debate in the 
congressional race.

If the lawyer candidates are 
not better than the methods now being used to 
secure their nomination, their election would be a 
calamity. Farmers and all other people in the 
sixth district, now is: your time to show your 
hand. If you want a good farmer in congress, you 
can, by united action, put him there.

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CAROLINA'S CAMPAIGN 
GROWS HOT INDEED. 


THE CLANS GATHER IN COLUMBIA 


Where Tillman Repeats Charges 
Against Those in Power 


AND REFUSES TO HEAR HASKELL. 


Wade Hampton Delivers an Im- 
pressive Appeal. 


And the Other Leaders Who Fol- 
lowed Him: 


Co.umpera, S. C., June 24.—[Special.]—This 
was Tillman’s day of defiance in the strong- 
hold of his antagonists. 

He defied them, ridiculed them, smiled on 
them and laughed at their guying. 

When the crowd jeered him, he jeered back. 
When they drowned his voice with noise, he 
told them they were the most ill-mannered 
crowd he ever saw. 

“Be quiet,”’ said he, “and I’ll poke some 
sense into you.”’ 

The place where he showed weakness was in 
Tefusing to wait and hear Colonel John C. 
Haskell’s reply. Once he referred to General 
Hampton’s official signature upon a document, 
and said: ‘‘It’s his signmanual. He won’t go 
back on that.”’ 

‘‘He’ll stick to his word,”’ said a voice. 

‘*Will die for him right here,’ said another. 

“T said he would not go back on his word,’’ 
said Tillman. 

“He ain’t like you,” said the man in the 
crowd. 

To this Tillman paid no attention, but later, 
when speaking of some men, saying they had 
gone back on their word, the man in the 
crowd yelled again: ‘‘Like you,”’ 

“Yes,”’ said Tillam, “I expect I'll pardon 
you out of the penitentiary next year.” 

THE DRIFT OF THE SPEECH. 

That silenced that particular man, but the 
crowd continued the guying. His speech was 
onthe line of his interview telegraphed to 
Tue ConsTITUTION last night. It voiced 

. the farmers’ demands, and charged the poli- 
ticians of South Carolina with political lep- 
rosy. He defined that as ‘‘office seeking for 
the money that’s in it.’’ 

‘Before the war,” said he, “‘you had good 
government, because your officials were men 


Since the war they have sought office for the 
sake of the pay. Before the war Hayne re- 
signed his seatin the United States senate, 
and came home to be governer at a smaller 
salary. Since the war what have you seen? 
A governor resigning his office to accept a 
clerkship under the government at Washing- 
ton at a larger salary! You haveseen a judge 
resign his seat on the bench to go to’ congress, 
because the salary was larger, and you have 
seen a congressman resign his seat to accept a 
railroad position because the salary was 
larger.”’ 

He said at the conclusion of this part of his 
speech: ‘“[hey say I took the charge of po- 
litical leprosy back. I don’t take it back. I 
rub it in on.’em.’’ 

Such charges as this, And such accusations 
against men who are ‘shining lights on the 
bench and in the highest positions within 
South Carolina’s gift, infuriate the people 
whom Tillman calls the aristocracy, and state 
pride is aflame with indignation ‘at his asser- 
tion that South Carolina has never had self 
government. 

THE BITTERNESS OF THE CAMPAIGN. 

The bitterness increases day by day, and it 
is a marvel thathe has avoided personal diffi- 
culty after making so many charges against 
men of high character. The recklessness of 
these wholesale charges is only less remarkable 
than his adroitness in getting around them 
when a particular individual demands satis- 
faction. 

This evening, Mr. Thomas Cothran, of 
Abbeville, a son of Judge Cothran, who went 
from the bench to congress, called upon Mr. 
Tillman at the hotel], and called him to ac- 
count for his insinuations that his father was 
guilty of political leprosy, The reference in 
today’s speech to a judge who went to congress 
for a higher salary seemed to be aimed at 
Judge Cothran. 

‘*‘When I got there,” said Mr. Cothran, ‘the 
said he had no reference to political leprosy; 
that he admired my father, and considered 
him one of the most honorable men in the 
state.” 

Another affair of a similar kind resulted in 
correspondence between Senator Munro and 
Captain Tillman yesterday. The result was 
that Captain Tillman said he. was speaking 
generally, without reference to any particular 
man. 

The joint discussion today was uproarious 
belligerent, but peaceful. The crowd of near 
two thousand kept up such a constant hur- 
rahing that the speakers could hardly make 
themselves heard, and Tillman was frequently: 
interrupted by rough language, once by Co- 
lonel A. C. Haskell, who directly reflected on 
the farmer candidate’s war record, or lack of 
war record, claiming that he remained at home 
a seventeen year old, when the law conscripted 
boys of sixteen, and patriotism put thousands 
in at an earlier age.

GENERAL CAPERS CALLED FOR.

“Come 
ere, General Capers.’”’ 

General Capers, now a minister of the Epis- 
copal church, stood on the rear of the plat- 
form, a man of fine presence and clothed with 
the additional |dignity of clerical attire. He 
worked his way through the crowd, and came 
to the front. The crowd for once was still and 
expectant, when General Capers said in aloud 
clear voice: 

“Tam asked to bear testimony to the hero- 
ism, gallantry and honor of a brave man in the 
Twenty-fourth South Carolina. God forbid 
that I should fail to bear testimony to a brave 
man. Jim Tillman, of Edgefield, was the 
oriflame of my regiment.”’ 

This was followed by thunders of applause, 
and the reflected glory of his brother’s heroism 
fell like a mantle upon Ben Tillman. 

Here General Wade Hampton, who had 
been very conservative in his opening speech, 
rose and appealed to the poople. 

‘‘When I commenced to address you,” said 
he, “I urged you to give every man a respect- 
ful hearing, and you willdo me the justice to 
say that I made no refiection upon anyone. I 
do not propose te do so. I Know there are 
brave men in both of the factions. I hope not 
tosee the gap widened. Give Captain Till- 
man a respectful hearing until he closes, and 
then. cheer him to the very echo if you feel 
disposed to do so.”’ 

‘‘Hurrah for Hampton!”’ cried a voice, and 
the old hero sat down in the midst of a storm 
of applause. 

Then Captain Tillman went on speaking of 
the times of 1876:

Which Now Seems to Be the Main Question 
in Macon. 


Macon, Ga., June 24.—[{Special.}—For sev- 


eral weeks the water question has been greatiy 
agitating the city of Macon. A short while

Aftera 
short conference Manager Wilcox, of the 
Waterworks company, wassent forand the 


matter laid before him. | 

Manager Wilcox, with his usual regard for 
the city’s interest, was disposed to resume the 
street sprinkling if it could be done without 
detriment to the customers of the water- 
works. 

After the matter had been thoroughly dis- 
cussed Manager Winters agreed to allow the 
sprinklers the temporary use of the water 
for sprinkling purposes, expecting 
the city to proceed to make 
some provisions for. securing it elsewhere as 
soon as possible. A. prominent alderman, in 
conversation with THE CONSTITUTION today, 
however, thought its use could be made per- 
manent if the citizens would be more careful 
in the use of the water. The unnecessary use 
of water in the different yards of the 
city, he said, would provide almost enough 
water for sprinkling the streets, and he thought 
if the people would try to assist the city and 
the waterworks company all trouble about the 
water supply wou'd be done away with.

The Moral View of It. 

It takes moral courage fora man to ignore 
public opinion and do what he believes is 
right. And _ this is the greatest, the noblest 
courage, after all. 

The man who is up in arms at every fan- 
cied insult and ready to take the field of 
honor—-or should we say dis-honor?—and 
there make matters worse for himself and 
mankind, is not necessarily a hero. The 
time has been when the world accounted 
him such, bit the times and the manners 
have changed; we live in a new era and a 
better order of things. 

It is true that men are as hot-headed now 
as they have ever been, but there is method 
in their madness, and they are getting where 
thev will reason out their difficulties instead 
of fighting them out on the barbarous ‘‘field 
of honor.”’ 

Nine duels out of every ten are fought 
from personal vanity and egotism, and fre- 
quently the man who faces an antagonist on 
ae bloody field is at heart the shivering cow- 
ard of the public, whose opinion he fears 
and whose applause he covets. Put the 
public out of the question, and he would 
shake hands with his enemy and take coffee 
instead of pistols. Not that men should be 
fnsensible to public opinion—but that they 
allow it to have too great an influence on 
their actions, and bend the hinges of the 
knee to it like common slaves. 

One thing is certain: Duelling is getting 
to be less and less fashionable every day. 
The newspapers have literally laughed it out 
of vogue; but still there is a lingering senti- 
ment in regard to it, which it takes moral 
courage to defy; but sensible people now 
honor the man who refuses for a trifle to 
risk his life and the happiness of his house- 
hold on barbarous and bloody ground. 

All that is needed to blot out what little 
fis left of duel sentiment is the refusal of 
brave men to countenance it. Does a man 
Jove his mother, his wife, hischildren? Let 
their pictures rise before him when he would 
shed his brother's blood; let reason give 
place to madness, and let-him see the terror 
of his wife’s blanched face between him and 
his foe, and feel the fingers of little children 
clutching at the lifted steel. | 

If bitterest enemies would think of this 
beforehand, they would shake hands and be 
friends. 


They Played to Win.

say. There is no belief so unreasonable, no 
fad so silly, but that it will find its follow- 
ers.

Two men were recently arrested in Mis- 
sissippi for robbing a graveyard. When ar- 
rested they had in their pockets bags con- 
taining human bones, hair, silver, nickel 
and loadstone. 

A fortune-teller had told them that if they 
would secure the hand of a dead woman and 
carry it about with them, they would inva- 
riably be successful at cards, 

They went to the cemetery and robbed 
mew-made graves of the wonderful charm, 
and such was their belief in its efficacy that 
they besought the detectives to let them re- 
tain it after they were arrested. The detec- 
tives should now turn their attention to the 
fortune-teller who caused them to commit 
the horrible deed, and make the punishment 
fit the crime.

A Fresh Air Mission. 

In Buffalo, New York, there is what 
fs called a Fresh Air Mission society 
which is doing a very grateful work. The 
Object of this society is to contribute to the 
health and pleasure of the poor children in 
the city during the summer months. It has 
purchased tracts of land which have been 
built upon and converted into model sum- 
mer resorts, where the poor children that 
crowd the sweltering tenements of the city 


‘are annually taken for a two weeks’ holiday. 


The statement of the work of this Fresh 
Air mission last summer is very interesting, 
and will give a plain idea of what is being 
accomplished by it. Three hundred and 
sixty children, twelve mothers and one 
grandmother, were sent from JBuffalo into 
the country to stay two weeks, in some cases 


Bickness extending the time, the total ex- 


pense being $706.69. Sixty-six children and 
six mothers were entertained at a cottage in 
Clarence generously given by Mr. Daniel 
Rhodes, the rest being cared for in private 
homes in the country, and the expense of 
each person for two weeks averaged only 
$1.69. 

This noble work was begun by a woman; 
it was conducted on a very small scale at 
first, but after awhile the sympathies of the 
citizens were enlisted, and the work has 
broadened, until all the poor children of the 
city receive its benefits. The society has a 
farm near Angola, on the shore of Lake 
Erie. The farm consists of forty-six acres, 
fronting 700 feet onthe lake and running 
back, a long, narrow strip, into the coun- 
try. There is a wide, sandy beach, extend® 
ing with a gentle slope into the bay, fur- 
nishing a fine, safe, bathing-place, which is 
flanked by a ridge covered with pine, chest- 
nut, maple and oak trees. The buildings 
are situated on this ridge and consist, -be- 
side the principal house and appurtenances, 
of two cottages, supplemented by five tents, 
which may be increased in number when 
necessary The main house is a comforta- 
ble three-story structure with verandas, and

apple trees, and beautiful play-grourtils 
where the children can romp at will; bath- 
ing, fishing, games, and all outdoor sports 
can be enjoyed by them, and the place will 
be made into an earthly paradise for their 
sakes. 

There are societies and missions without 
number in this country, but none better 
than this. How grateful to the poor chil- 
dren must its privileges be! to be taken by 
loving hands from the dust and din of the 
city, where many of them are crowded into 
corners and half-starved, to the beauty and 
freshness and wild freedom of the country. 
It is joy to them, it is health and life to 
them. 

Will not the good example of this merci- 
ful mission which has been establehed in 
the north be taken up and followed in other 
sections?

A Howl from Ingalls. 


Senator Ingalls is trying to bolster up his 
waning popularity by espousing the cause of 
the union soldiers, and he is now howling 
himself hoarse over the service pension bus- 
iness, 

The Kansas senator has been losing pres- 
tige of late—not only at home, but wherever 
he has appeared; but he has taken a sure 
way to regain it, and the hungry pensioners 
on the government’s bounty will give him 
three cheers and a tiger for his sentiments in 
regard to pensions. 

Ingalls has beaten the record, and occu- 
pies advanced ground in the pension field. 
He wants pensions, and plenty of them—in- 
discriminate, unlimited pensions;° pensions 
for service and pensions for non-service. 
Ife favors government support of every man 
who served in the army, whether he is dis- 
abled or not; if he marched a mile, or heard 
a gun fire during the war, he must havea 
pension, and a pretty big one at that. 

His argument, as stated by our Washing- 
ton correspondent, is that when the war 
opened, property was’ worth only $1,600,- 
000,000, and that now it is worth $5,000,- 
000,000. Weowe the soldiers.this differ- 
ence, he says, and we ought to pay them. 

This is certainly a novel way of putting it, 
and it shows that the republicans will go to 
any lengths to get what they are after—tlic 
soldier’s vote. This pension agitation is 
clearly a bid for votes, and if money can buy 
them, the soidiers will not lack it. They do 
not stop to consider the heavy burdens they 
are imposing upon the people; their hands 
are in the treasury bag, and they can scatter 
its contents where they will. 

To this pension fund it is estimated that 
the south will be foreed to contribute $75,- 
CO00,000 or more, as the case may demand— 
and all this to perpetuate the power of a 
party which is opposed to the best interests 
of the south. 5 

Ingalls and the rest of them are at present 
very liberal with the people’s money, but 
the half has not been told; there are 
surprises in store for us yet.

The Silver Question. 

A correspondent asks: ‘‘What is the 
status of silver and the silver bill?” 

It isa large question, perhaps, but it is 
more easily answered than some other ques- 
tions we have heard of. The: only trouble 
with silver is the attempt of the republicans 
to demonetize it, the attempt being more 
successful and more fatal to the interests of 
the people than the silver men are willing 
to admit in a public way. : 

The power of the republicans in this. mat- 
ter is shown in their easy mastery or bribery 
of enough democrats to spare the Harrison 
administration the pangs of a veto of free 
coinage. Just how much was paid for these 
democrats we cannot say, but it may be an 
easy matter to estimate when we bear in 
mind the fact that the republicans are rich 
enough to buy a great many people who call 
themselves honest. A truly honest politi- 
cian seems to be the noblest product of the 
spring and summer seasons, and his juici- 
ness bears direct relation to the watermelon 
business, 

Whether the democrats who voted with 
the rank Reed republicans were bribed or 
merely enticed we cannot say, but we can 
and do say that their conduct is vicious in 
its effects whatever may have been their in- 
tentions. | 

The republican view is that there is some 
thing beautifully intrinsic in the value of 
gold. This metal seems to have its spec- 
ially. Itis notonly hard to get, but is 
shaped in the mind in the fashion of an 
idol. Its value is something apart. from 
reason, common sense or labor. Itis what 
the great writers call ‘“‘intrinsic’’—it is a 
value that seems to be on the inside—some- 
where in the center, difficult to perceive, 
but not hard to describe. 

But, after all is said, is the value of gold 
any more ‘‘intrinsic’’ than the value of sil- 
ver? The abie editor or politician who is 
willing to make a fool of himself to please a 
speculator talks glibly of the depreciated 
silver dollar—of the eighty-five cents dollar, 
in fact—but neither the able editor who 
handles the silver dollar, nor the able pol- 
itician who is in the market, ever takes the 
trouble to return fifteen cents in change to 
the public. This fifteen cents appears to be 
more intrinsic in value than gold, and is 
more popular, for everybody pockets it, 
whereas few people pocket gold. 


There is nothing very serious in the silver 


question so far as the understanding of it is 
concerned, Gold was merely a commodity 
when the premium on silver in 1873 drove 
the silver dollar into the banks and stock- 
ings of the country. The intrinsic value of 
both metals isa mere matter of moonshine— 
an affair talked about by the so-called polit- 
ical economists, who know no more about 
the matter than the scientist who said there 
could not be light without heat, and imme- 
diately reached out ‘his hand and. caught a 
lightning-bug. 

Tha value of gold is kept up because 
Europe is employing it to decrease the 
price of American crops—wheat and cotton. 
The LDland bill, which is a compulsory 
measure, does not completely meet the views 
of those who believe in the efficacy of silver; 


but those who are inclined to carp at a com- 
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to maintain the par value of gold by the 
purchase of a certain amount of gold bullion 
every month. 

We should like to see someof the gold 
bugs write an essay on this fact; and while 
they are about it they might tell us why sil- 
ver under a free-coinage measure would not 
come to the par value of gold. 


The Cholera Scare. 

From over the water reports of the spread 
of Asiatic cholera in Spain are wafted to us, 
and they are calculated to excite a feeling of 
uneasiness among the people of this country. 

While there is, perhaps, no cause for 
alarm in the United States, it is natural that 
the people should feel some anxiety as the 
news comes to them. They have passed 
through epidemics of cholera in their day, 
which have crossed the ocean to them, and 
there is dread in the very name. 

There is a pretty fair system of sanitation 
in every city in this country, and while we 


{have little cause to fear that the cholera will 
“come our way, the fact that it is within a 


thousand or so miles of us should stimulate 
the people to yet greater sanitary measures, 
and ourtowns should be so strongly forti- 
fied against pestilence of all kind as to make 
its outbreak impossible. 

The first cases of cholera in Spain were 
reported from localities where streets had 
been recently opened and the soil exposed to 
the sun and rain, and from towns where 
there was no sanitation, or where the sani- 
tation was imperfect. From these causes 
epidemics often spring, and the cities of the 
United States are just as careless in these 
matters as those of Spain. In the late 
spring and summer we find laborers busy 
with pick and shovel in our streets, end to 
this cause the sickness we sometime have 
is mainly due. 

We cannot be too careful in this matter. 
The experience of Spain should be a warn- 
ing to us, and the perfect sanitation of the 
cities and towns of the country should be 
the first thought of their citizens. 


Charge of the One Hundred. 

The progress of the debate on the federal 
election bill will be watched with national 
interest. There are one hundred good dem- 
ocrats who have prepared speeches against 
it, and if they are allowed to make them, 
they will tear the bill to tatters. 

The tangle in which Speaker Reed now 
finds himself is his attitude in regard to the 
free-coinage bill, which has offended a 
goodly number of republicans who have 
sworn to be revenged on the federal election 
bill. 

When the time comes for a vote, however, 
the tyrant will whip them into the fold and, 
perhaps, drive them before him like sheep. 

He is going to rush the bill through and 
roar down the speakers who may oppose it.

-——Mrs. J. R. Dillon and Mrs. Akers, of Bruns- 
wick, were poisoned by eating mustard sardines 
on St. Simon’s island. The poisoning did not 
prove fatal, however. 

— Steel cages have been erected in the Bruns- 
wick jail, and they are occupied by four mur- 
derers. 

The opening of the Alabama Midland road 
means a great deal for Brunswick. It brings the 
immense cotton fields of Alabama into close com- 
munication with a seaport that has unbounded 
facilities for handling these products.

For Congress From the Seventh. 

EpiTors Constitution: Permit me space in 
your columns to suggest the name ot Colonel 
William R. Rankin to the voters of the seventh 
congressional district, as one of the most avaliable 
men in the district for the ensuing election. Hav- 
ing been intimately acquainted with him for the 
last quarter of a century, I shall attempt to give a 
short sketch of his career. Owing to the reduced 
circumstances of his father he was unable to gain 
a very extensive education, but he im- 
proved every opportunity at his command, and 
at the age of twenty-three began the study 
of law under Colonel W. H. Dabney, a genticman 
of high legal acquirements.

EpiTors CONSTITUTION: Now that Professor 
Featherston declines a re-election to the position 
of principal of West End academy, a few sug- 
gestions in regard to the management of the 
school would not be out of place—especially by a 
stockholder in the academy, a citizen and tax- 
payer of the tewn. 

This schooi, on account of the healthfulness of 
the locality, patronage and'general advantages 
surrounding it, ought to be and conld be made 
one of the best in the country as far as it goes, but 
a reform in the mode of filling vacancies in the 
board of trustees, caused by resignations, expiring 
terms, etc., shou!d be made at once, 

It is claimed that the school is non-sectarian, 
and is largely supported by the tax-payers of the 
town directiy from the town treasury, yet every 
principal—four or five In number—elected since 
the organization have been of the same religious 

olitics, snd by a caresul survey of the fieid it will 
ye Observed that six, or two-thirds of the board of 
trustees, are in the same boat. 

It would appear from this state of affairs that 
no Presbytcrian, Baptist, or minister of any other 
denomination, except of that in power on the 
board of trustees, are capable or well enough edu- 
cated to fill tais exalted position, and none others 
need apply. Yet the bulk of the town’s income, 
by which, as we stated before, the school is 
largely snpported, is from these denominations 
not recugnized on the hoard of trustees or in the 
election of teachers. This state of affairs ought 
not to exist, yet it does exist. The members of 
the beard of trustees in such a school, patronized 
and supported as this schoolis, should be more 
equally divided among the denominations repre- 
sented and supporting the school; but by the 
present mode of filling vacancies, the party in 
power can reinain 80 unti the tooting of old Father 
Gabriel's tramp, after which West End academy 
will probably close forever, anyway. 

Then there are other reforms necessary, one of 
which is of sufficient impgrtance to prevent 
a first-class teacher, and one with 
proper self-respect, from remaining with this 
school any considerable length of time, and that 
is interference w.th the management of the school 
by anybody, not even the trustees themselves, un- 
leas more grounds for interference should ‘exist 
than-has ever yet come up. 

No man should be placed at the head of this 
school who is not capable of managing and con- 
trolling it, andif a patron has a complaint to 
make let it be made to the teacher, and not to the 
board or any member thereof of the trustees, at 
least not until aiter the principal of the school 
has refused or failed to make the “amende hon- 
orable.’’ There are other matterzon this line de- 
serving notice, but not wishing to trespass further 
on your generosity they will be omitted, at least 
for this time.

HOW IT IS DONE. 

Numbering or re-numbering is usually ac- 
complished at a very nominalexpense to the 
city treasury. A favorite practice is to have a 
diagram accurately prepared by the city en- 
gineer or other official. Then the powers that 
de formulate a law obliging all ownes of 
structures to get from such oilicial the correct 
street number and have same posted on the 
door within a given time, usually thirty days, 
under penalty of a fine. It is usual also to 
have a sample of numbers in the engineer's 
ofiice and make it obligatory to use a figure 


equa: or better than the sample. By this 
means the numbering is: quietly 
done and without any special trouble. 


or activity except in the city engineer’s office 
during these thirty days. In ninety-nine cases 
out of a hundred the engiueer or official ap- 
pointed to handle the matter can sit in his 
ottice and give the necessary information, in 
all cases, of course, keeping an accurate record 
on his diagram. In some instances he will 
find it necessary to go out on the ground but 
such will be exceptions. 

Another advantage is that with this system 
it isn’t necessary to pin yourselves down abso- 
lutely to twenty-five feet to a number. The 
good judgment of the official in charge will 
equalize this matter without the use of a 
chain. 

SOME EMBARRASSMENTS.~ . 


If it is the intention to do this thing up now 
and do it once and for all, and do it properly, 
there are other matters which should be 
attended to. There are streets here the names 
of which are duplicated. There are streets 
here which are known to the people living on 
them by names other than those the city gave 
them. There are streets here whose names 
should be changed, for they are a constant 
source of embarrassment. 

Among the first mentioned are:

Harris street is in an exactly similar condition 
and if the city council has any influence over 
these misguided streets, it should exert it to 
stop their labyrinthine wanderings and re- 
christen that portion between Luckie and the 
railroads. 


AS TO DIVIDING LINES. 

So faras the systematic numbering of the 
streets is concerned, the above diagram will 
give an idea of how it can be accomplished. It 
is not perfection of course, nor, as I before ex- 
plained, could any system be made so in At- 
lanta. 

To begin with, the old dividing lines of the 
city are not good, not as good, indeed, as they 
might easily be made. The best north and 
south line would be North Pryor and West 
Peachtree to limits and South Pryor to limits. 
The east and west line should be as it is—the 
railroads from the eastern limits to the junction 
of West Mitchell, and from there west along 
West Mitchell or West Hunter. However, as 
Whitehall and Peachtree seem to be the peo- 
ple’s preference for a north and south 
line let us call it Peachtree from the railroads 
all the way out, andon the south Whitehall 
from the railroad, until it strikes off at a 
tangent, and then let us go due south in air- 
line on Pryor street. This undoubtedly has 
the advantage of simplicity and common 
sense, | 

Whitehall street, as a whole, under any sys- 
tem of numbering, would, from its peculiar 
direction, be unsatisfactory and misleading. 
For instance, when you get to Humphries 
street, using Whitehall as a dividing line, is it 
north and south Humphries, or east and west 
Humphries—and why?

PLENTY OF PARKS. 

The vocabulary in nomenclature must be 
very limited when we find Park avenue, Park 
lane, Park street, Parks place and Parker, but 
I am given to understand that these thorough- 
fares were named before the donation by Mr.

THE CENSUS REPORTTO BE SENTTO 
: WASHINGTON SOON. : 


The Supervisor Talks Interestingly Abdut 
Atlanta’s Increase Compared With Other 
Prosperous American Cities. 


A huge pile of census papers. 

That is what now confronts the supervisor 
and his assistants.| 

Colonel Thibadeau began yesterday the her- 
culean task of reviewing the work of the | 
enumerators, 

Fer the next fortnight he will be busy 
straightening up the affairsfor the cersus for 
Atlanta. 

A tedious task it will be. 

A large table in the supervisor’s office, ex- 
tending fully fifteen feet, is piled three feet 
high with the slips that contain the names of 
Atlanta’s folks.. But Colonel Thibadeau and 
his assistants have gone to work upon them 
with earnestness and will soon have the figures 
ready to be sent to Washington. 

The city council has passed a resolution an- 
thorizing Mayor Glenn to negotiate with the 
census Commissioner with regard to securing 
an advance estimation from headquarters of 
Atlanta’s population. He has written to the 
commissioner of the census asking for the 
speediest count possible to be made, and agree- 
ing to pay the extra charge of $2.50 for every 
thousand names, which is required. 

By the latter part of next week the census 
will be ready to go to Washington, and within 
three weeks we shall know how many people 
are here. 

SPECULATION AS TO THE NUMBER. 

All kinds of guessing. 

Numerous and lively bets. 

All classes of people are talking about At- 
lanta’s population, and speculating as to the 
number of people here. 

Some lively and interesting discussions go 
on from hour to hour in the business offices, 
and at the homes of citizens, and as the time 
draws near for the count to be made public, the 
interest increases. 

In the supervisor’s office may be found at 
any time several men more curious than the 
rest who go there to ask about the ‘‘exact 
number of people counted.” 

This, however, they never learn, as the 
supervisor’s mouth is made dumb on that 
score by the requisition of the census act. 

The inquisitive visitors are therefore dis- 
missed with some indefinite and humorous 
reply as, ‘‘You may safely expect more old 
men and more young women in Atlanta’s 
census than for any city in Georgia, or this 
section of the south.’”’ 

Which is absolutely true. 

COLONEL THIBADEAU TALKS. 

The supervisor stopped long enough yester- 
day from his pressing labors to say to a Con- 
STITUTION reporter: 

“The people of Atlanta need fear no short- 
coming in the census reports. When they 
consider everything they will be proud and re- 
joice at the handsome figures that will note 
the number of our people. 

‘“Atlanta’s increase has beaten that of any 
city in the United States, and that is saying a 
great deal. Ido not mean to except such 
cities as Omaha, Kansas City, Birmingham, 
New York city, Chicago, or any of the most 
prosperous cities in America.” 

“How about the Georgia cities ?’’ 

“Atlanta, in my opinion, will count as many 
people as all of Georgia’s largest cities to- 
gether, meaning the combined populations of 
Savannah, Augusta and Macon. In the last 
count these cities showed up as follows: Sa--° 
vannah about 30,000, Macon about 12,000, 
Angusta about 21,000, making a total of about 
63,000. I don’t think this figure will change 
very much by this census, for one or two of 
these cities have grown but very little, if 
any, since 1880, It ig my opinion that 
Atianta will easily count as many 
as all three of these cities will show.’”’ 

“What cities have had the most rapid 
growths according to the census reports of ’70 
and ’80?”’ 

‘Omaha, Kansas City, San Francisco, and 
several other western cities had wonderful 
growths. Omaha went from 16,000 
to more than 30,000, almost doubling 
its population in ten years; Kansas City leaped 
from 32,000 in 1870 to 55,000 in 1880; Cleve- 
land, Ohio, startled the country by jumping 
from 92,000 to 160,000, and San Francisco went 
from 149,000 to 235,000. All of these records 
are truly wonderful, but Atianta is “going to 
discount any of them. You may safely count 
upon that.” 

THE ENUMERATORS’ WORK. 

One thing is certain, whether the Atlanta 
census show up satisfactorily or not, the enu- 
merators have done hard work. 

Three of them are dangerously ill from their 
unceasing labors.! 

They were all clever geatlemen, and went 
at their work with an honest intention to do 
their level best. 

If they have failed in thisit is not their 
fault, but because of the short time allowed 
them. 

They say they have gotten every name that 
could possibly be enumerated, and all of them 
that they would .not contract for the same 
work again at the same rate of payment. 

Names Omitted. 

Several names were sent to THE ConstTITU- 
TION oftice yesterday with the information 
that they lad not been enumerated. 

Martha Booker, cook for Mr. James Bell, 47 
Windsor street, was left out. 

The names of a family boarding at one of 
the hotels was sent to THr CONSTITUTION 
oftice by the head of the family, who was ab- 
sent from the city.

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THE POOL-SELLING CASES. 
The First One Is Tried and Kesults in a Mis- 
trial. | 


G. A. Kneeland, the first of the pool-sellers, 
was tried under an indictment by the grand 
jury,.on a.charge of gaming, before Judge 
Richard H. Clark yesterday. The trial was 
watched with a great deal of interest by mem- 
bers of the sporting fraternity, as well as those 
who have been in the habit of placing stakes, 
win or lose, on horses that are running races 
in distant sections of the country. 

There are two such establishments in the 
city one condncted by Messrs. G. A. Kneeland 
and H. L. McDonald, in the basement of the 
Gate City bank building, and the other by 
Messrs. D. A. DeBardelben ane T. O. McBride. 
at the Big Bonanza. 

AH four of them were indicted by the grand 
jury and Mr. W. D. Ellis was employed to 
defend the cases. 

THE TEST CASE. 

Mr. Kneeland was put upon trial first, and 
the defense was thatit was not gaming as 
defined by the statutes of the state of 
Georgia, and neither did it come under 
the head of pool-selling, as the horses running 
were not present, but were in different parts 
of the country, so that the statute did not 
apply to the business in that way. 

When a person desired to place a wager on 
any particular horse, although the race might 
be thousands of miles distant, the better was 
given a certificate of the amount paid, together 
with the chances for or against the winners, 
and in case the horse won the holder of this 
certificate had only to present it to the man- 
ager and receive his pro rata of the money. 

A VIGOROUS DEFENSE 
was made by Mr. W. D. Ellis on the idea as 
outlined above, and it was the intention of the 
defense to make a test case of Mr. Kneeland, 
and if found guilty, to carry the case to a 
higher court. 

After a careful hearing of the case, the court 
delivered a very clear and concise charge to 
the jury, in which it was shown that betting 
on a horse race when the horses were in sight, 
was nota violation of the laws of Georgia; 
but where the horses were running at some 
distant point, the spo, of pools came under 
the statute against gambling devices. 

The jury retired and in a short time returned 
for further instructions, Judge Clark re- 
iterated his first statements, explaining to 
them fully the law in the case.

“The poet’s fancy, the orator’s eloquence, the 
artist’s skillful brush, the inspiring strains of 
sweetest music cannot express the emotions of 
one who after years of struggles and battles 
with the world, oftentimes bowed down with 
disapointment or bouyed up with success, 
turns at last his feet toward the shrine of his 
love, as the weary pilgrim in the days gone 
by wended his way back to the Mecca of his 
hopes. After ten years of wandering 
you behold a pilgrim today whose heart has 
been refreshed, and whose hopes have been 
renewed at the spring of his youth; who in 
memory many a day has traversed these sacred 
groves; whose ears manyaday have caught 
music from Parnassus’s sacred heights; whose 
inspiration many a day has been gathered 
from this Olympian mount. 

In looking around me I see the faces of some 
who helped my tottering feet to walk; but the 
faces of some I shall no more see; the voices 
of some I shall no more hear. But of those 
who are absent, their image is engrayen on my 

eart. 

I am thankful today that I now stand in the 
presence of my venerable old mother, with her’ 
influences gathering about me, ‘‘like the holy 
benedictions that follows after prayer.’”’

The Academy of Music Filled With a Criti- 
cal Audience. 

Macon, Ga., June 24.—[Special.]—Tho 
Academy of Music was crowded today with 
one of the largest and most cultured audiences 
ever within its wails.

T. Boifonillet, the brilliant young editor of the 
Macon Evening News, which was to be made 
today. About five weeks ago Mr. Boifeuiliet 
was attacked with a most malignant fever, 
and only about two weeks ago was he able to 
leave his bed. He finally managed to get to 
Lockout mountain, where he spent a short 
while. Returning to Macon to. deliver 
en address at Wesleyan last week, 
he again left for Indian Springs, only return- 
ing this morning to deliver the annual literary 
address of Mercer college. 

He was introduced by Dr. Nunnally, who 
referred to the circumstances under which Mr. 
Boifeuillet had labored, and the audience was 
ready to pass his imperfections by. But this 
was not not to be found necessary, for from the 
moment he began, his audience was wrapt in 
attention and evinced their delight by fre- 
quent and tumultuous applause.

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POSTAL SERVICE. 


WONDERFUL IMPROVEMENTS CcOoNn- 
TEMPLATED BY THE POSTMASTER. 


Mr. Lewis Goes to Washington to Work fora 
Lig Scheme—He Wants a Better Delivery 
and a Prompt and Rapid Transfer. 


Atlanta’s postal service is good. 

Butit will be made better if Postmaster 
Lewis can succeed with several schemes that 
he has on land. 

He will leave this morning for Washington 
to look after the snecess of his plans. 

He wants to give Atlanta a greatly improved 
service and says his communication so far with 
the postal authorities has been of such a nature 
aS warrants encouragement for the move in 
this direction. 

For some time past he has been correspond- 
ing with the authorities in Washington for the 
purpose of securing such an appropriation as 


will give him better equipments for the At- 


lanta postottice building, as well as more car- 
riers and postal clerks to manipulate the mail 
in the city, ' 

A more thorough service of city delivery, 
and a quicker transfer of the city’s mail is the 
effect of Postmaster Lewis’s scheme for a 
larger anpropriation, and it is this that takes 
him ta Washington. 

SOME GREAT IMPROVEMENTS. 

“In what way do you intend to improve the 
city’s mail service ?’”? Mr. Lewis was asked. 

“I want to add more carriers to our list, 
which now numbers about thirty, I want to 
have enough men in the service to have three 
deliveries of mail a day outside of the business 
part of the city, instead of two deliveries, as 
we now have. 

“I want also to have, outside of the business 
part of the city, five collections of mail instead 
of two as we now have. This would not allow 
any letters to remain in the boxes, even to the 
remotest edges of Atlanta, longer than some- 
thing more than one hour. Inside the busi- 
ness center, it is different. 

‘“‘Here we have eleven collections of mail 
each day, which shifts the mail right through 
the office to every train that carries mail away 


‘from Atlanta. 


“It is the regions of the city out near the 
borders that I hope to benefit, and I think I 
can make such arrangements in Washington 
as Will secure it.’’ 

A NIGHT SERVICE. 

“I am also going to arrange, if I possibly 
can,’’ said the postmaster, ‘‘to have a night ser- 
vice for Atlanta. I hope to secure such addi- 
tions to our force of postal clerks as will per- 
mit us to keep the office open until 9 o’clock 
at night. 

‘The stamp window will also be kept open 
that late if I can succeed in getting my plans 
fixed, and I think contidently that I can. I 
realize the very great advantage to be derived 
from such improvements as this, and with the 
wonderful revenue gains in the At- 
lanta . post-office, I’ am _ confident that 
the department at Washington will acquiesce 
with a liberal appropriation to the needs of the 
office.’’ 

A GREAT SCHEME. 

Mr. Lewis is on the right track. 

Atlanta needs a night service. 

A better service of delivery and collection is 
also needed, especially in the remote regions 
of the city. 

The people in those districts at present have 
but two deliveries a day, although there are 
more than a dozen mails daily that come to 
the office. 

They have their letters to lie in the boxes from 
six to twelve hours before being taken to the 
office and put in the whirl of mail that leaves 
Atlanta a dozen times daily. 


The present service is inconsistent with the . 


growth of the city, and the increased gain in 
the revenues of the post-office. 

Mr. Lewis says that the service has been 
greatly improved lately, but needs even greater 
extension. He says the number of dead-letters 
per week that are now sent to Washington 
amounts to about two hundred, when it 
formerly was five hundred. 

He further states that not more than ten 
pounds of city mail is left in the office during 
each night with the present increase in the 
carriers. 

But, he realizes the necessity of having more 
prompt collection. and of having a service 
until 9 o’clcck at night. 

It is to be hoped that success awaits him in 
Washington. eet |

| the history of Georgia and Alabama. The 


Jotter is devoted to a peniod in the history of 
the two states of which very little is known, 
gnd it will be read with interest: 

In the latter part of the last century, most 
the seventoen-nineties, there 
game to Georgia from Virginia, their native 
state, two educated young mens Their names 
were Charles Tait and William H. Craw-

the principal of the Rich- 
mond county academy, located ip the 
eity of Augusta. The latter, after teaching 
cchile as assistant to Dr. Waddell, in 
South Carolina, came to Georgia, and accepted 
@ place as assistant teacher to Charles Tait in 
the Richmond County academy. These two 
ung en were, or became good and steadfast 
ends. While teaching school each studied 
Jaw, and were admitted to plead and practice 
Jaw in the state of Georgia. Tait located in 
Elbert county, and Crawford in Oglethorpe, 
adjoining counties. Both rose rapidly in their 
profession. Crawford took an _ active 

rt in politics, and soon became a 

rtv leader. le filled various public offices 
of the most exalied kind. He wasa United 
States senator, a cabinet officer, and minis- 
ter to France. In 1824 Georgia cast her vote 
for him for president of the United States, and 
had it not been that just before this he fell 
into permanent ill health, he would have been 

resident of the United States. This was Mr. 

Yav's only excuse for giving the casting vote 
of Kentucky in the house of representatives to 
John Quincy Acams,

New, contemporancous with these events, 
there were residing in the county of Wilkes, 

ror adjoining county, two other young 
These were John Clark and Dunean G. 
oil. Clark was the son of that noted 
revolutionary otlicer, General Elijah Clark. 
He was a man of great ability, great courage 
and firmness. Campbell wasa man of yet finer 
intellect. One of the most famous of lawyers, 
and personally perhaps the most popular man 
in the state. They were also close friends, 
which was made yet closer by having married 
sisters, the daughters of a vaietadch of that 
time, named Micajah Williamson. The peo- 
ple of Georgia then did not differ on political 
principles, and their only points of difference 
were persoual preference and personal ambi- 
tion. 

There soon sprang up a dispute between 
factions (not parties), and Crawford was the 
leader of one faction and Clark of the other. 
This was the foundation of the afterwards 
Troup and Clark parties. Crawford became 
removed from the state by lis various official 
duties, and Troup took his place. It so hap- 

ened that Crawford and his adherents were 

‘irginians, and Clark and his were North 

On Crawford’s side were, of 
course, Tait, supplemented by the Bibbs, the 
Gilmeores and others, and on Clark’s side the 
Campbells, Williamsons and others. It be- 
came oa contest, to a great extent, as to leaders 
between the settlers from Virginia on one 
side, and those from North Carolina on the 
other. The battle waged furiously from the 
very first years of this contury until the elec- 
tion of Troup over Clark in 1825, Clark having 
previously been elected and served as gov- 
érnor.

Strange to say, at that early time—so soon 
after the close of the revolutionary war, there 
was in Georgia, and in Elbert county, a 
young lawyer named Peter Lawrence Van 
Allen. He was from Rinderhook, New York, 
and a descendant of the original Holland set. 
tlers of that state. What brought him to 
Georgia, or how he came is not known, but 
New York was thenas far from Georgia-as 
Alaska is now. Hesoon became prominent, 
aud was elected by the legislature, the solic- 


Gtor-general of the western circuit, and while 


Thomas Peter Carner was its judge. He took 
sides with and was one of the partisans of the 
Clark party. Heand Charles Tait had a per- 
sona! difference, but somehow (the manner not 
coming down to these times), William H. 
Crawford became involved, which led to a 
due] between Van Allen and Crawford. They 
met at Fort Charlotte, twelve 
miles below the old town of 
Petersburg on the Carolina side, and Van 
Allen was killed. This wasin the year 1802 
and while Van Allen was the solicitor-general 
of his circuit. At that time Georgia was too 
high-toned to have a Jaw against duelling. It 
is tradition that Van Allen was the first cousin 
of the whole blood to Martin Van Buren, but 
tradition is wrong. A brother of Van Allen 
named David, married the cousin of Martin 
Van Buren. To show how far ay spirit can 
go; and have that spirit founded on an error, 
Governor Gilmer, of Georgia, long after in an 
address made before the college at Athens, 
said substantially, Van Allen wag put forward 
by the enemies of Crawford, to kill him and 
get him out of politics, and this was acting so 
much like his cousin, ‘*The Political. Magician 
f Rinderhook.’”’ 

The truth further was that Crawford and 
Van Buren were good friends. They were 
mutually interested in ‘‘downing’’? Mr. Cal- 
houn, who at one time was considered certain 
for the presidency. 

He was vice-president under John Quincy 
Adams and Andrew Jackson, and had been in 
the cabinet of Mr. Monroe. It was divulging 
the secrets of the cabinet by somebody that 
caused the breach between the general and 
Mr. Calhoun and destroyed the lJatter’s pros- 

ects for the presidency. When Crawford 

‘as disabled from disease, his friend Van 
Buren, traveled all the way from Washington 
city to his plantation home of Woodlawn, to 
Visit him. 

. * * * * * * * 

The feud between Clark and Crawford con- 
tinued, and at last there was an opportunity 
to bring them in personal collision. They all 
resided in the western judicial circuit. The 
resigned, and the 
then governor appointed a brother-in-law of 
Clark (Judge Grittin), to the office—that is, he 
4rad married another sister of Clark’s wife. 
This was in the earlier part of the year, and as 
was the law in Georgia, there had to be an 
‘election to fill the vacancy at the next session 
of the legislature, that fall. Crawford backed 
his friend Tait in opposition to Judge Griffin, 
‘and at last it became a question of Clark or 
‘Crawford supremacy in that ejection. Clark 
heard that Crawford said he 
had usede questionable means 
Tecommendations of Judge 
election from the various grand juries of the 
circuit. It brought about the usual corres- 
pondence, and the correspondence the usual 
Challenge. Clark was the challenging party. 
The» met near the high shoals of the Apa- 
lachee, opposite the county of Clark, then in 
the indian territory, now the county of Wal- 
ton. Dr. Gilbert Hay was Clark’s second, and 
Captain George Powell was Crawford’s. 
Crawford was shot in the right wrist, which 
disabled him. This was in December, 1806. 


When Crawford got well Clark challenged, 


im again. This was in about six 
months, but Crawford having killed 

an Allen, and having given Clark one 
Chance to kill him, declined to give him 
another. The personal animosity between 
these men is an illustration of how two 
high-toned men from misunderstanding the 
conduct and character of each, can charge 
each with acts either would scorn to commit. 
From history it appears the Crawford faction 
ultimately predominated. ‘Somehow it em- 
braced more of the talent and wealth of the 
state than the Clark did, but my conclusion is 
that John Clark was “the worthy son of a 
noble sire,’’ and was one of the noblest men of 
Which Georgia can boast in her entire history. 
Both these istinguished men’ died within a 
short time of each other, abotit the year 1834.

The most interesting parts of this history 
in my éstimation are yet tocome. It will be 

athered from what has been stated that 

udge Tait was the innocent causo of both the 
duels Crawford fought. It is also certain that 
in after life he became an official and a citizen 
of Alabama, and lived there until he died. 
When Peter Luwrence Van Allen fell upon 
the “field of honor,’ he left a young widow 
with a girl baby only six months old. The 
grand-children of that baby of 1802 are now 
citizens of Alabama, one of whom I can naine, 
Miss Sudie Van Allen Hunt, of Selma. Eight 
or ten years back, when Georgia’s antiquarian, 
Colone) William H. Sparks, gave an account of 
the duel between Crawford and her great grand- 
father, she made a public correction of his 
statementin some material particulars. The 
descendents of Van Allen and of Tait were not 
only in Alabama, but.in the same county, that 
of Wilcox. -In view of the sacred past, and of 
the ‘‘vanity of earthly things,’’ this old history 
should be made, if not already, the foundation 
of an enduring friendship. But I have not yet 
told, perhaps, the strangest, and that is, after 
all this acrimony between Tait and Clark, and 
Taitand Griftin, in the sequel Judge Griftin 
died and Judge Tait married the widow, the 
sister, as I said, of Governor Clark’s wife, and 
the daughter of Micajah Williamson. All of 
Judge Tait’s children were vy a former mar- 
riage. James Asbury Tait, of Wilcox county, 
Was a son. : 

I cannot conclude this hasty and imperfect 
sketch without a tribute to the patriarch. 
Judging from hig. noble daughters, he must 
have been a grand tharacter. He is the grand- 
father of the late justice of the United States 
supreme court, John A. Campbell, and great- 
grandfather of one of the present justices, 
Lucius @. C. Lamar. Whocan name another 
man who has furnished from his descendants 
two of the judges of the greatest judicial tri- 
bunal in our government ?
